5. The primary references Slocum (U.S. 2002/103686 Al) discloses as previously 
discussed. However neither Slocum nor any other reference of record discloses a combination of 
the claimed first cumulative time window and the associated values; a second cumulative time 
value and its associated values, and determining a second forecasted production quantity value of 
the second planning horizon using the first lean buffer stock. A combination of these and the 
other recited features was not reasonably found in the prior art.
